House crime bill agreement near

When Alexis dc Tocqueville came t

Ironicj. isn’t it. how that perception 
has been turned on its ear?

Lawrence M. Friedman, a Stanford

Fear is a tax every American pays 
for the best intentions of two genera- 
tions of policy-makers who wouldn’t 
know a Crip from kryptonitc.

— “Ntrbody o f mcnT^ther-than-lha- 
rcgulariy .organized national guard, 
the unorganized militia when .called 
into service of the state, or bf the 
United States, and except such as arc 
regularly recognized and provided 
for by the laws of the staio of Idaho- 
and of the United States, shall asM- 
cialc themselves together as n mili- 
tary company or organization _ 

A slate's “unorganized militia” of 
all able-bodied male citizens can 
only function legally when “called 
into service” by" the governor, and 
can only serve the slate or the coun- 
try, not an individual county. McMa- 
hon said. 

Idaho law allows the governor lo 
create an “organized militia” for the 
state, but IHnhn’s gove rnor has never 


"legally" incorrect” - as long as the 
group doesn’t begin “acting like a 
militia.”

Businessmen want to apply U.S. food-making technology in Russia

TWIN FALLS - A group of businessmen 
frdm the former Soviet Union are' spending 
the summer here taking a crash course in cap- 
. ilalism and canning. . . . , ' . 

' The 13 Russian businessmen are studying 
banking, iinonce, accounting and personnel 
management to introduce something to their 
newly privatized companies and workers - 
profits. 

"Everything wc get from' here, the knowl- 
edge from the classes and the plant lours and 
the 'farms, wc will, take to Russia' and exiend ' 

. friendship between our countries,” Ivan 
Konovalenko said through on interpreter. 

The Russians are studying at the College 
of Southern Idaho through August and arc 
touring food-processing plants and banks 
across Idaho and Utah to team how capital- 
ism and agribusiness mix. 

Half their time is spent in class listening to 
lectures f^rom instructors - Dennis Heincr on 
banking, Colin Randolph on marketing and 
Jim Willis' on personnel management. 

In class they sit at- the edges of their scats 
and when the instructor slops to take a breath 
they often shout out questions in Russian; 
None speak English. 

"They're all high-level thinkers. They’re 
movers and shakers in the former Soviet 
Union,” said Cindy Bond, director of the 
Small Business Development Center at CSI, 
which is holding the program. "They arc very 
bright. It's hard to challenge them.” 

* The other half of their time has been spent 
touring such local companies os D..L. Evans 
Bank, First Security Bank, Clear Springs 
Foods, Jerome Cheese, Pet Milk, Green Gi- 
ant, the distribution center for Albertson’s, 
Independent Meat, Keegan Inc. and Lamb- 
Weston Inc. An'd they're still trying to-Iir- 
rangc to see bakeries, canncricsVwincrics and 
meet a commodity broker. 

In interviewing American business people 
and seeing food-processing plants they have 
been struck by the dificrence in attitudes. 

Productivi^ in factories is six times higher^ 
in the United States than in Russia.'But in 
food processing the productivity difTcrence is 
10 times os great in the UriitcdiStatcs, said 
Nikolai Minro.

The pMpIe who gauge the pop-

What if there is no World Series - 
this year? 

They say that although die-hard ' 
fans will return even in the event, 
of such a-«lamity. the growing 
ranks of new fans could turn sour 
on the game, especially when 
llKy can shlfl their attention to al- 
ternatives such as football and 
tennis. 

~“If ihe"5easomind Thc World 
Series get Canceled, os much as 
20 percent of the public will have 
a poor taste in their mouth and gel 
fed up. and maybe look at other 
sports and other alternatives for 
their leisure dollar," said Nye 
Lavalle, chairman of the Sports 
Marketing Group’ in Dallas, 
whidt polls public sentiment to- 
wards various sports. 

In the-past, baseball strikes 
have tended to hit earlier in the 
season and have never forced 
cancellation of the World Scries, 
scheduled to start Oct. 22.

Corp. Chain nan William Agee was the 
hisjtest-paid chief executive of a public 
corporation in the Northwest last year. 

He reccived’SlTJ'mltlion ib salary 
and bonus. That was more than such 
business leaders as BUI Gates, the bil- 
lionaire bead of Microsoft Cor<None> 
p., and Frank Shrontz, the former 
Boiseon who runs Boeing Co. 

“He's just paid loo much," Grqef 
Crystal, one of the nation's leading ex- 
perts on executive compensation, said-' 
Thursday about Agee. 

Morrison Knudun officials in Boise 
responded with a statement: 

“Mr. Agee’s competition for 1993. 
wais based on the company’s financial 
performance, its success in entering 
strategic markets and the need to re- 
main competitive in the marketplace, 
for the very high level of executive tal- 
ent'posscs^ by Mr. Agee." 

The -ranking is base^ on a survey 
published Sunday by the Seattle 
Times, which'examined executive 
compensation at 70 publicly traded 
companies in Washin^on, Oregon and 
Idaho. It docs not include compensa- 
tion beyond salary and bonuses, such 
as stock.options. 

Some of the best-paid executives 
work at Boise companies, according to 
the survey. In fact, three of the lop 10 
' were Agee; Albertson's Inc. Quumtarr 
Gary Michael, eighth; and Joseph 
Parlunkm, chief executive ofrlccr of 
Micron 'Fetology Inc., ninth. 

Crystal said Michael is woefully un- 


detpaid as leader of the nation's fourth- 
largest and most^profitable sufiermar-^ . 
kcl dialn. ; ' 

Albertson’s earned $340 million on 
saIeir<sr$TlT3“bIllIOtt-In-l'993— - 
Michael’s salary and bonus was - 
$962,577. 

“The cold weather in. Boise has 
frozen the man’s greed glands," said 
Crystal, who teaches at the University 
of California at Berkeley.-., 

"Based on my estimate, he is a ter- 
rific buy; I’m showing he's underpaid 
by $23 million.” > 

Ciysial ritaintains a huge data .base 
on executive pay. He looks at compen- 
sation in the context of a company’s 
size, financial performance and stock 
value. Albertson’s slock has climbed 
steadUy since Michael became chair- 
.inan.in 1991. ' , 

Pat Moloney, aconsultanl at Towers 
Perrin in Seattle who also sp^ializes 
in executive compensation, said slock- 
holders determine salary ba^ on the- 
executive’s long-term performance. 

“What they really want to know is 
that Bill Agee has a strategy for the fu- 
ture," he said. “If he's constantly re- 
turning good gains, they’re likely to be 
pleased." • 

Morrison Knudsen earned $35.8- 
million on revenues of $2.7 billion in 
1993, but is expected to post a loss this' 
year. The company reported an unexr 
peeled second-quarter loss of more 
than $40 million in July and has indi> ' 
cated that this quarter also will be a 
disappointment.

A childbom' 
in 1991 can expect to live about 75.5 
years. 

Professor Hayflick attributes this 
dramatic rise largely to the elimiha- 
tion of irdecdous diseases by yoccincs, 
antibiotics and improvements, in hy- 
giene.

O ne surprise in Hayflick's new 
book is his disclosure that, while 
muscle n^s in general is lost as we 
grow older, that most important mus- 
cle, the heart— if it is not attacked by 
disease or injury — seemingly does not 
weaken. 

Ironically, he pointed out. this fact 
has been obscured by studies con- 
ducted speciffcallylo determine how 
the normal heart functions with age.
